Police Officers Charles Mahnke 

and Charles Ceredoni were last night 
placed on probation by the council

The 
city council is willing to do every- 
thing in its power to stop the viola- 
tion of the laws. Richmond is no 
place for law violators, and the 
council will back the Chief of Police 
to the fullest extent.
